In May a Child Health Conference for preschool children 
was conducted by the State Board of Health. Fifty-one children 
had physical examinations, and thirty-five defects were reported. 
Many of these defects have since been corrected. Nineteen 
children were given toxoid inoculation. It is gratifying to know 
that parents realize healthful advantages to be obtained from 
such a clinic. We appreciate the cooperation received from the 
parents, ladies of the local organizations, and townspeople, who 
assisted in conducting the conference. 


A dental clinic for school children was held in May. 
Fifty-four pupils received dental treatment, thirty-eight pupils 
having complete corrections, and thirty-one received free care. 
The clinic was made possible through contributions from the 
Crescent Rebekah Lodge, Ladies’ Aid, Woman’s Club, Bartlett 
Fund, and funds left from the Parent Teachers Association. 
We know it is not necessary to emphasize the value derived 
from this clinic, and hope more corrections may be obtained 
in the next clinic. 

During May and June we had thirty-five cases of measles, 
occurring mostly among children in the first three grades. This 
is the only epidemic we have had during the past year, and 
from which we are glad to report no serious results. 

Three children, two school and one preschool, were in- 
cluded in a tonsil clinic. The local Grange organization com- 
pletely financed one of these corrections. 

We are fortunate indeed, in having a hot noon lunch for 
our school children, and believe it has been a definite physical 
help to many pupils. 

Our school health program has been aided by the co- 
operation of parents, teachers, and our local doctor. It has 
been possible through this cooperation and assistance to accom- 
plish obetter follow-up work for pupils absent, and thereby 
obtain a better health and attendance record. 

Throughout the year the Bartlett Fund has financed 
many health corrections, and has assisted in welfare work. 

I wish to thank the people of Sunapee, including parents, 
teachers, local organizations, and town officials for the splendid 
cooperation given our school and public health programs.

OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


We hereby submit our annual report for the year ending 
January 31, 1939: 


We are able to report the condition of the apparatus 
and other equipment in good condition and are supposed to be 
ready to respond to any alarm. 

_ There has been a new combination truck, with a Booster 
Pump, installed in Hose No. 3, house at Georges Mills, which 
was very much needed for that part of the town. 

A first aid station has been installed in the central 
station equipped with an Inhalator and other first aid equip- 
ment, with men schooled for first aid treatment, and have been 
called on one drowning accident during the year. Owing to the 
condition of the woodland around town, caused by the wind, 
and the danger of bad fires during the spring and summer, we 
would recommend the purchase of a portable pump and hose 
to take the place of hose that have gone bad during the year. 

The number of fires during the year have been few but 
the losses have been heavy, Value of property involved, $49,- 
500.00; insurance paid, $18,659.75.

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REPORT OF 
RESTORATION COMMITTEE 


The Sunapee Restoration Committee was created at a 
mass meeting of the taxpayers of Sunapee, called by the Se- 
lectmen, on September 26th, 1938, to consider ways and means 
of meeting the emergency brought on by the hurricane of Sep- 
tember 21st. The Committee has no legal standing as a com- 
mittee of the town, but it has performed a useful public service 
and it seems fitting to report to the town in order officially to 
record how Sunapee met the hurricane. 

To start at the beginning. The mass meeting instructed 
the Selectmen to appoint a committee of ten, including them- 
selves as individuals, to take general charge of affairs in collab- 
oration with the Selectmen. The Selectmen appointed the under- 
signed, who at once organized, with Samuel Crowther as chair- 
man and Maurice G, Chase as secretary. 

On the next day, the Committee sent a circular letter 
by registered mail to every non-resident owner. In that letter 

it was said: 

“Sunapee was hard hit by the storm, but in some ways it 
came out rather fortunately. Thousands and thousands of 
trees, especially along the lake front and the adjacent roads, 
were torn up by the roots and fell in every direction, blocking 
the roads and taking down the telegraph, telephone and electric 
light wires. The storm seemed to dip and twist—for a stretch 
levelling nearly every tree and for another stretch taking only 
those trees that were rotten and were better out of the way. 
The road men rose to their job and by Saturday evening had 
cleared every main road as well as most of the secondary roads. 
Crews of the telephone and electric light companies have been 
working day and night and within a very few days service will 
be on a nearly normal basis. The high water and the wind 
played havoe with boats and boat houses, but only a few boat 
houses have been destroyed or injured beyond repair and like- 
wise most of the boats have been saved. 

“The fortunate side of the disaster is that, although trees 
have fallen on many of the houses, the damage to dwellings has 
been comparatively slight. That is, the man-built assets of 
Sunapee remain practically unimpaired and, once the wreckage 
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has been properly cleared, Sunapee will be as lovely a spot as 
ever it was and perhaps a little lovelier—for there will be more 
open vistas. 


“Sunapee has been by no means wiped off the map, and 
this committee believes that the opportunity has now been pre- 
sented to put Sunapee even more firmly on the map. 

“This committee has undertaken, using whatever means 
it may find available, to do these things: 

“(1) At once to begin the clearing of the countryside and 
of all properties on a large-scale, community basis—salvaging 
all trees that can be salvaged, getting out the good timber and 
removing the fire hazard by destroying the brush. 

“(2) Adequately to police all the unoccupied properties 
and the devastated regions, both to prevent thievery and to pre- 
vent fires. This is already being done and will continue as long 
as the necessity remains. 

“(3) To evolve a plan by which the necessary rehabilita- 
tions of properties may be carried on by the owners with long- 
term loans at a very small rate of interest. 

“(4) To protect in every way the interests of the prop- 
erty owners and especially to protect them from profiteers or 
speculators. 

“The sense of the mass meeting was that any adequate 
effort would have to be a community effort carried forward in 
a spirit of complete cooperation, and it is the intention of the 
committee, as soon as it can complete its financial plans, to 
make definite proposals to the property owners. But it cannot 
make its financial plans until it learns the plans which the Gov- 
ernor of the State is endeavoring to formulate in conjunction 
with the Federal authorities. Then we shall recommend to you 
whatever proposals in'our judgment seem best fitted to the 
needs of Sunapee.” 

The Committee proceeded along the lines as sketched. A 
survey made by the lumber members of the Committee disclosed 
that the Town’s down timber amounted to 15,350,000 board feet 
of lumber and 7,000 cords of wood, a part of which was believed 
to be suitable for paper pulp. Members of the Committee made 
themselves available to accompany owners or their agents in 
inspecting properties and also answered all queries by mail. 
The Town may take pride in the fact that Sunapee was the first 
town in the state to organize, and it had all the necessary facts 
in hand and was serving property owners weeks before any 
other state or local bodies were functioning. 

The progress of the Committee was summarized in a let- 
ter to property owners as of December 13th, 1938, as follows: 
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“In our initial letter to you of September 27th, written 
immediately after the hurricane, and again in our letter to you 
of October 10th, we said that we believed that the major restora- 
tion plans would have to be undertaken on a cooperative com- 
munity basis. Since then the picture has changed. The Town 
has been able to do a large amount of clearing without charge to 
the owners. Many owners have chosen to look after their own 
affairs, and the Government has agreed to buy logs at fixed 
prices. Very few resident owners of wood lots have evidenced 
any desire to participate in a pool, and there are not many non- 
resident owners with much work left to be done. The Commit- 
tee, having explored the possibilities, has concluded that a com- 
munity effort would not be more economical than individua!] 
effort. 


“The first effort of the Committee was to prevent fire or 
looting. This was accomplished by posting guards to maintain 
a cordon around the devastated Lake Regions. In addition, dur- 
ing the most critical period, when everything was as dry as tin- 
der, the Town fire department, manned by volunteers, wet down 
the road sides. These efforts were entirely successful and we 
passed through without a single case of fire, and no thefts have 
been reported. When the danger of fire had passed, the guards 
were withdrawn and a motor patrol was instituted. 

“The Town, through the prudent management of the Se- 
lectmen, fortunately had on hand a substantial cash balance and 
was able to clear and at least temporarily to repair all of the 
town roads within a very short time—considering the magnitude 
of the task. These funds were supplemented by grants from the 
Works Progress Administration. An account of the money spent, 
the sources of the money and exactly what has been accom- 
plished is attached to this letter. 

“The forestry portion of the work of restoration was 
eventually taken over by the Federal and State Forestry Ser- 
vices working with the Town’s own foreman but with funds sup- 
plied by the W. P. A. The forestry services greatly expanded 
the scope of the operations and instructed clearing 50 feet back 
from the road sides, 50 feet back from the Lake and 100 feet a- 
round each residence. They also laid out fire lanes to be cut 
through the woods. 

“With these orders in effect, the Committee felt it unwise 
to announce any plans, for, had the orders of the forestry ser- 
vices been carried through, there would have been little left for 
the property owners to do—except of course those who owned 
large tracts. The orders of the forestry service still remain in 
effect. But on November 30th the Works Progress Administra- 
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tion withdrew its financial aid and put the W. P. A. throughout 
the County on its former basis of work relief. That stopped all 
the work, but the work period had been long enough to accom- 
plish between a third and a half of the total clearing to be done 
and to give most property owners a certain amount of mer- 
chantable lumber. 

“The Northeastern Timber Salvage Administration has 
announced that it will buy white pine in three grades, paying 
not over 80% and reserving the balance for future adjust- 
ment. * KK K KK K 

“A careful survey convinces the Committee that, with the 
amount of free timber already cut: (1) a few property owners 
will receive more for their wood than the cost of clearing; (2) 
most will break nearly even; and (8) a few will be out of pocket. 
Under these circumstances, with the lumber prices fixed and 
with so many owners choosing to look after their properties, the 
Committee has decided that a pooling of interests would involve 
additional services and fees without any corresponding benefit 
to the owners and has therefore resolved to limit its activities 
to recommending a list of contractors and giving whatever ad- 
vice may be desired. The Committee feels that in this manner it 
can render the greatest service. 

“The Committee has therefore retained Mr. Curtis Cald- 
well as Executive Secretary on full time for several weeks at 
its own expense. Mr. Caldwell acted as timekeeper and checked 
the W. P. A. operations and is familiar with every property. He 
will be available at any time and has copies of all the releases of 
the Salvage Administration and is prepared to act as an inter- 
mediary between owners and contractors under the guidance of 
the Committee.” 

The Committee recommended such local contractors as 
requested to be listed and were qualified. The progress since 
then is contained in the following report to the Committee by 
the Executive Secretary, under date of February 22nd, 1939: 

“The following is a brief summary of what the office of 
Executive Secretary has accomplished since its inception: 

“1, All inquiries from non-residents pertaining to the con- 
dition of their properties and advice as to what course they 
should follow have been answered. Advice in each case was only 
given after the caretaker had been consulted, or where there was 
no caretaker, a person qualified to advise on these matters was 
consulted. In most of these cases a personal inspection of the 
property was made. 

“2. Leases on mill sites and sticking grounds at Otter 
Pond, Mountain View Lake, Mountain View Lake dry site, and 
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Perkins Pond were arranged between the owners and the North- 
eastern Timber Salvage Administration. Additional agreements 
obligating the Town for rent of these sites other than the $1 per 
year which the Administration pays, were drawn up and ef- 
fected to the satisfaction of both parties concerned. 


“3. Timber purchase agreements which total 14,796,000 
board feet for 63 persons were drawn up in this office. In the 
case where the owner had both hard woods and soft woods, two 
contracts for 17 of these persons were written. All non-resi- 
dents who benefited from this service were also mailed a letter 
of explanation with their contracts. These agreements were 
checked for accuracy upon their return, contractors were noti- 
fied to start cutting or hauling, and the signed agreements were 
forwarded to the Administration authorities. Without this ser- 
vice it would have been practically impossible for non-residents 
to sell their down timber without having appeared here per- 
sonally, and in the case of residents, it would have entailed their 
making a trip to either Concord or Keene. 

“4, Persons owning down timber were aided in securing 
the services of contractors in several instances. Further pro- 
tection for these owners was given when this office arranged 
contracts between owners and operators for salvaging the down 
timber. 

“5. Up to the present date approximately 2,000,000 board 
feet of this unforeseen crop has been sold to the government. 
This means that somewhat more than $22,000.00 gross has been 
returned to these owners. 

“6. All complaints relative to this program have been 
investigated personally, and the cooperation of the Administra- 
tion officials in remedying them has been secured. Jn most 
cases a satisfactory settlement has been reached. 

“7. Through the efforts of this office positions for seven 
local men as rollers at receiving points have been secured, An- 
other local man has been employed in a booming crew by the: 
Forestry Department. Boarding places for many out of town 
laborers connected with the salvage program have been ar-- 
ranged. 

“8. A survey of the down pulp wood supply in town re- 
veals that there are about 1,500 cords of this species that would 
be moved if the Administration would make a market for it in 
this section. Your secretary has urged the establishment of a. 
price for this species both at a state-wide meeting held at Con- 
cord, and by letter to the Administration. 

“9. The cooperation of the neighboring towns of Newbury 
and New London has been secured in keeping the roads open at: 
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the Mountain View Lake dry site and Otter Pond, both being 
points where our townspeople are delivering logs. 


“10. The facilities and the cooperation of this office have 
been given freely at all times to all officials of the Northeastern 
Timber Salvage Administration, with the result that the pro- 
gram in this town is reputed to be progressing far more satis- 
factorily than in most towns in the State.” 


The members of the Committee have given their services 
without compensation and some of the members for several 
weeks gave up practically their whole time to Committee affairs, 
while until the Government program was fully under way, the 
Committee met at least once and often several times a week. 


The Committee spent for stationery, postage and services 
the sum of $393.83. The necessary funds were provided by a 
grant from the John Crowther Foundation. 


The Committee believes that it has aided in preserving 
values and morale. Much remains to be done before the fire 
hazard can be said to have been removed, and the Committee a- 
waits the official] pleasure of the Town as to its future course.

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HURRICANE ACHIEVEMENT AND COST RECORD 
September 21st - November 30th, 1938 


As a direct result of the hurricane of September 21st, 


1938, the sum of $18,451.18 was expended in the Town of Sun- 
apee for rehabilitation purposes in the period between Septem- 


ber

21st and November 30th, inclusive. 


This money was spent for the following purposes: 
Sixty miles of town roads were cleared of fallen trees back 
to the legal road limits. 


On approximately six miles of town roads, a strip fifty feet 
back from either side of the highway was cleared of slash, 
all brush was burned, and fallen and uprooted trees were 
cut and limbed. 


Flood damage, which entailed the building anew of one 
bridge, repairing culverts and replacing sections of roads 
that were washed out, was accomplished. 


112,687 board feet of fallen timber were cut, skidded and 
piled, and scaled. This lumber, which belongs to parties 
whose property borders on town roads, is all ready to be 
trucked away to mills or storage ponds. 


Approximately 100,000 board feet of fallen timber was also 
cut and limbed-out on land adjacent to town highways. 


Approximately 200 cords of hard wood were cut within the 
road limits, and within the fifty foot strip on six miles of 
highway. 


Twenty-four hour police protection was maintained on the 
areas served by Lake Avenue, and on Garnet Street through 
to Georges Mills. -

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Sunapee School Board: 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report as superin- 

tendent of schools. 
Enrollment 

There is an unfortunate overcrowding this year in Miss 
Grindstaff’s room (grades 1 and 2). There are 44 children in 
these two grades, too many for one teacher to handle satis- 
factorily in the beginning grades. There seems to be no possible 
relief, however. None can be placed in the next room, contain- 
ing grades 3 and 4, because that has 35 pupils, a number which 
is really large enough for a room with two grades. In the 
other rooms the enrollment is about as usual. 


The Shop 

In the development of our shop work we added this year 
a course in Automobile Mechanics. This treats of problems of 
the chassis (wheels, steering gear, brakes, clutch, transmission, 
ete.), engine, fuel, ignition, starting and lighting. The boys 
have been working this fall on automobile and marine engines. 
In order to get the most out of this course the boys should 
have in the shop a complete automobile, not merely separate 
parts. An old car could doubtless be obtained which would 
show all the fundamental principles of automobile mechanics. 
But in order to get a car into the shop a door will have to be 
cut in the wall. Although this alteration presents several prob- 
lems, especially in the matter of drainage, a car entrance is a 
real necessity and should be provided. 


Next year our industrial arts curriculum will be com- 
pleted by the addition of a course in practical electricity. The 
first two years contain courses in cabinet-making and practical 
mechanics. 


The shop now has its full complement of machines and 
tools and is one of the best equipped shops in the state. 


Mechanical Drawing is no longer given as a separate 
course but is taught in connection with the regular shop work. 
As a separate course it required two periods daily for credit. 
This amount of time is not available for the instruction now 
that the shop work has been expanded. 
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Professional Study 


The emphasis this year in the elementary teachers’ pro- 
fessional study has been put on the instruction in reading. The 
teachers’ meetings instead of being general for the entire staff 
have consisted of groups of teachers interested in particular 
phases of reading instruction. 


Pupils in the first grade who are shown by two standard, 
non-verbal tests, as well as by the teacher’s judgment after a 
fair period of trial, to be too immature for the regular first 
grade work, are placed in a pre-primary group and given 
definite peparation for reading instruction. This procedure has 
proved to be very sound and helpful, being successful in prac- 
tically every case. In this way an immature child is saved the 
discouragement of failure, because he does successfully the 
easy preparatory tasks and eventually starts reading with real 
joy. This takes more time of course, and may require two years, 
but progress is continuous even though slow. This reading- 
readiness program, so-called, is one of the noteworthy develop- 
ments in modern education. 


We are doing more in grouping pupils according to 
ability in reading and adapting reading materials to individual 
ability. Improved textbooks make this possible. 


Two of our teachers attended summer school last sum- 
mer: Miss Carroll at Albany State College for Teachers, N. Y., 
and Miss Rodgers at the University of New Hampshire. They 
are to be commended for spending their vacation in professional 
study. 


Mention should be made of the successful work of Miss 
Eleanor Young, our supervisor of music. The choruses which 
have taken part in school programs reflect credit on both 
teacher and pupils. 


Health Service 


The school has been fortunate in having the constant 
and efficient health service rendered by the community nurse. 
She visits the school daily and does follow-up work in the 
homes. An important addition to this service was adopted pro- 
viding for a compiete physical examination of each pupil yearly 
by a regular physician. The importance of this lies in the fact 
that some parts of a complete examination are outside the field 
of a nurse (such as the heart and lungs). The extra expense is 
not great and the value of discovering in any pupil a serious 
defect in time for successful treatment is beyond calculation 
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in terms of money. The examinations by the school physician 
and nurse have been very thorough. 


Through the interest displayed by Mrs. Samuel Crowther 
and with funds provided by the John Crowther Memorial 
Foundation, the area near the Information Booth has been 
beautified with trees, lawn and shrubs. Such civic generosity 
should not pass unnoticed. : 


I want to add a word of appreciation for the kindly atti- 
tude and helpful cooperation of school board, teachers, and all 
others connected with our school, without which it would be 
impossible for the school to operate so effectively.
